EAST LANSING, Mich. 一 Jo- 
seph Lee did not recognize Shang- 
hai from the air because it was 
night and in the past the city was 
like a torch that could be seen for 
miles。 Now it was dark，like the 
rest of the landscape beiow-. 

From the limnousine that took 
him from the airport to his hotel 
he could see how the city had 
changed. 

“I remembered it as a night city， 
a sin city ablaze with neon and 


full of prostitutes，Ppimnps and 
SWwaggering. foreign sailors. 工 re- 
membered the warships in the 
Whampoo River, and when I close 
my eyes I can still see the corpses 
that seemed always to be floating 
in the Suchow River.” 

It was August 1972，and Lee， 
now a professor of humanities at 
Michigan State University, was be- 
ginning a six-week tour of the 
homeland he had never expected 
to see again. 

Lee had last seen Shanghai as 3 
midshipman in the Nationalist Chi- 
nese navy in 1947，two years be- 
fore the Communists conquered 
the mainland. 

As he drove through the city， 
he could see thbat the night people 
were gone and the Whampoo held 
a fleet of cargo vessels. The heavy 
automobile traffic he remembered 


had been replaced by bicycles and 


an oOccasional bus. IThe bars and 
the Coca-Cola signs were gone. 
The once filthy streets were im- 
maculate. 

“Shanghai somehow seemed like 
a sinful person who had become 
IOral.” 

There were many other things 
besidqes the once garish, now mod- 
est Shanghai that Lee did not im- 
mediately recognize, for the China

THERE IS A DIFFERENCE 


For a long time East/West has encouraged our community 
to distinguish Chinese-Americans from Chinese nationals in 
the United States. Chinese-Americans are U.S. citizens of 
Chinese _ descent. Chinese nationals are citizens of China， 
who happen to be living in America at the time. 

We _ further encourage Chinese-Americans to Participate 
wholeheartedly in the politics of the U.S. and to be involved 
in the welfare of our community. In other words, we should 
refrain from getting involved with the politics of China. 
Those who feel a strong attachment with China could help 
promote understanding and friendship between Americans 
and Chinese. But Chinese-Americans should not alow them- 
selves to be used as agents of a forelgn country- 

Because of our stand，we have been misunderstood by 
many in our community who have strong ties with China. 
This may be due partly to the fact that the older Chinese 
cannot understand why someone would renounce Chinese 
citizenship of his own accord. They feel that*a Chinese, re- 
gardless of his citizenship, should be loyal to China first and 
foremost. 

We are, therefore, anxious to.print part of a speech given 
by Yen Chien-ying，vice-chairmamn of the Military Commis- 
sion of the C.P.C. Central Committee, at the National Day 
reception in Peking. Yeh concluded his speech by saying: 

“The Chinese nationals in various parts of the world have 
always respected the sovereignty and laws of the countries 
in which they reside. Over a long period of time, they have 
lived in friendship with the local people and contributed 
their share to the development of the economy and culture 
there. We hope that they will make even more contributions 
in promoting the friendship between the Chinese People and 
the people of the countries in which they reslide, 

“Many foreign friends of Chinese descent are also attend- 
ing this reception today. You are kinsmen of the Chinese 
people. You have adopted the nationality of other coOuntries 
of your own accord and we approve of your cholce. We 
would like to see youmake contributions to your countrles 

and to the promotion of the friendship between the peopjle 
of your countries and Chinal

But we urge 
that the appointee be a Chinese who is knowledgeable of 
the San Francisco Chinese community and its cultural and 
social problems. The person should also be articulate and 
confident enough to speak out at commilssion meetings for 
thedignity and rights of minority Peoples. 

The age of tokenism in Political appointments should be 
put behind us. We need a qualified Chinese in that Position .

Folk Kuhn's article“English Lan- 
guage _ Training Pepped Up ip Pe- 
king”( 了 /WwW, Sept. 27), in wbich he 
mentions that “Young Chbinese 
here are burning the midnight oil 
to inaster this foreign language.” 
When I became interested in the 


_ imnmigration Problems of the Chi- 


nese people, I originally told the 
authorities that English was not 
taught in the schools on mainland 
China and learned，much to my 


dismay，that it was taught in the 


upper classes. When II mentioned 
this to one of the young people 
(who arrived about twenty years 
ago)，he said，“Yes， 了 English is 
taught, but we weren't'interested.… 

Then, we had other experiences 
with relatives of American citizens 
who lived in Hong 玉 ong and who 
wanted to come to America. When 
their papers were filed, they were 
urged to learn English 一 as much 
as they could 一 as English was the 
language of this country. Some of 
the cases took years before the 
Visas were issued，yet，when the 
immigrants arrived，they did not 
know any English. 

Recently,， while abroad, we visit- 
ed a family who were supposed to 
be learning English as we were 
their sponsors; we learned that 让 
was too much trouble for them 
to travel back and forth and so 
they were not .attending English 
classes. It is very imnportant that 
Chinese learn 了 上 nglish 一 much 
more so _ than for English and 
other foreign language people to 
learn Chinese. 

Since English has always been 
avaijlable，especially to the upPpeT 
classes, any Chinese with relatives 
living in America should take ad- 
vantage of this course in school. If 
they studied English at home and 
then seriously continued 站 
America，they would not be 
speaking broken English or Eng- 
lish “with an accent” as Imen-

The fathers of Taoism are Lao Tzu, the 
Old Master and Chuang Tzu, Little is known 
of Lao Tzu.，Hec was supposed to have been 
slightly the scnior of Confucius. The work 
attributed to him, the Zoo 7Tzi is a composite 
piece of writing that probably dates to the 
third century B.C. Also known as the Tao- 


te cnins (TIhe Way and Power Classic)，the 


book sets forlth a_ philosophy of government 
and way of lite. The Tao is the source of 
all things. Iao and jlife can be known only 
mystically and by intuition. To live by Tao 
it is_ necessary to be passive and thereby to 
fow into the unity of the Way， 


Tao creates a philosopher-king Who is 
the antithesie of Plato's， In essence，he does 
not rule， He is passive，free of desire，and 
contemptuous of strife. He does not inter- 
fere in the jlives of the people， He gives UP 
warfare and lives in essential Simplicity， JIn 
his Rousseatlstic state of nature，tbe people 
live In harmony with the Tao. They are 
]acking in avarice and bellicosjty. They are 
not confused by false distinctions and foolish 
moraljities.

He seems to have 
been a minor official at one time but to bave 
lived most of his life as a recluse. Little is 
known of him，The book that bears his name 
Probabty combines his own work with that 
of disciples and imitators. Like Lao 工 zu， 
this latter-day Taoist resorts to_ imagery， 
parable, and allegory.，As for Tao, he ls less 
concerned with the Way as a guide to life 
than as 3 transcendental entity. He is not SO 
much interested in human Society as with 
the _ universe beyond. Yet there i an im- 
portant aspect of Chuang Tzu that was Imiss- 
jing in his predecessor. 了 He represents the 
Chinese case for the freedom of the indi- 
Vidual.

factors includqding a rising level 
teracy and economic well- 
bag but most importantly to 
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the three forces that permeate the 
society and give it a higher sense 
of purpose: political conscious- 
ness， goup morality，and self- 
reliance-. 

Poljlitical consciousness manifests 
itself in constant group discussions 
of Marxism，Leninism and the 
Thoughts of Mao Tse-tung and 
how they can be applied con- 
cretely. 

“IT was amazed at the degree of 
sophistication with which the 
comrmon people are familiar with 
Mao's thoughts， Lee says. “和 工 
talked with a clerk in a Canton 
food market and asked him about 
Mao's “下 ssay on Contradiction,”a 
work that still puzzles many 
Scholars. * 

“The clerk was thoroughly farmi- 
liae with the essay and pointed out 
how it relates to him and his 
work，and in the Process demon- 
strated a _ complete understanding 
of the food distribution system in 
Canton.” 

He told Lee how the average de- 


-mand for melons in Canton might 


be 40,000 pounds per day, but on 
oOccasion there might be a shortage 
and only 20,000 pounds available. 
This，the clerk said，was an obvi- 
ouUs contradiction that would be 
straightened out by each food 
seller persuading his customers to 
buy fewer melons until the supply 
was back to normal, thus assuring 
each family at least some of the 
melons. 

“Group discussions that are 
part .of Political participation in 
China have _ considerably altered 
personalities,”Lee said.“The typi- 
cal Chinese of two decades ago 
would rarely say what was on his 
mind. He was reticent and tended 
to beat around the bush. 

“Now he is a trained speech 
maker，not only frank but articu- 
late.” 

POLICE RARELY SEEN 

Group morality has become an 
effective form of social control， 
Lee observed. 了 xcept for an occa- 
sional traffic cop, police are rarely 
Seen. Fruit stalls are left open and 
unattended at night without fear 
of theft.， Crime is no longer a 
major problem in the country. 

The third force，self-reliance，is 
the basis of the new China's eco- 
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nomic system. Lee says. 了 上 ach per- 
son，town，commune，factory or 
region is expected to bull its own 
weight. ITIo be able to stand on 
their own feet gives the people a 
new sense of dignity. 

The belief heldq by many West- 
ermners that Communism，and Par- 
ticularly the collective communi- 
ties it created，had destroyed the 
traditional Chinese family is un- 
founded, Lee says. 

“The oldq extended family was 
disappearing even before the Com- 
munists came to power,”he says， 
and it no longer attracts the loyal- 
ties it once did. But the nuclear 
family，cormposed of parents，chil- 
dren and grandparents， is perhaps 
Stronger than ever.?” 

Lee visited his sister and two 
brothers，who still live in the 
coastal town of Hsia-pu in south- 
east China where he was born and 
raised。There and elsewhere he 
found that family life remained as 
imnportant as evVer. 

“During my visit I saw for the 
first time overt expressions of love 
and affection between family 
members，something that I did 
not remember while gowing up” 
he says. 

A major change in family pat- 
terns，however，is the fading of 
the old desire for large families 
and particularly the necessity for 
male heirs. Lee says this desire is 
still found in some rural areas, but 
Imost Chinese have come to under- 
stand that ai small family is a bless- 
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| ing. 

Birth control campaigns have 
succeeded in cutting China's birth 
rate to under two Per cent on the 
way to a goal of 1.5 per cent. 
Pills，injections and contraceptive 
devices are available free through 
regional health clinics which not 
only dispense information but also 
monitor the effectiveness of birth 
control programs-. 

“Those who do not come to the 
clinics for birth control assistance 
will be visited by a health worker 
who brings materials to them, ”he 
SayS. 

“Group morality tends to en- 
courage family planning because 
it is considered irresponsible to 
have too many children. There are 
also economic considerations since 
large families may still expect to 
have _ enough to eat，but nothing 
extra for the few luxuries avail- 
able such as a watch,，a blicycle or 
a sewing machine.” 

As an American citizen, Lee felt 
there was much warmth toward 
him from his former countrymen. 
He found that a vast reservoir of 
friendship remains in China toward 
Americans，though it does not 
apply to American foreign and 
economic policies，which the Chi- 
nese lump into the term “Ameri- 
can Imperialism .” 

“IT _ found that almost everyone 
was aware of the majlor political 
issues involving the United States， 
but there was relatively jlittle 


knowledge of day-to-day life in 
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America,，”” he says.““The general 
population does not know much 
about how the average American 
| lives and is generally unaware of 
the social problems in this coun- 
try.7” 扣 

“It is a mistake to describe 
China today as a monolith,” he 
says. “It is probably impossible 
for anything that large to be 
monolithic. 了 qually .erroneous is 
the imnpression that Communism 
has had a leveling effect on the 
society. It has not been a simple 
matter of confiscation and redis- 
tribution of wealth and resources， 
but an emphasis on self-reliance as 
a means to pull the society up-- 
ward.” 

But of all the changes Lee saw 
from the China he knew as 3a 
young man，one stands out.“The 
Chinese society today is a happy 
one,，” he says.
